In yesteray's Daily the resolution arrived at by the 
Football Team was published in a heavy black box bor- 
der. The Montreal Star, aud we presume maiiy other 
persons with a keen sense of their own insight into our 
attitude 'towards this matter, immediately inferred that 
this was because we regretted the decision in question. 
Their inference, though pardonable, was entirely errou- 
us. In Monday's paper we eipressed our opinion in re- 
gard to this matter and we have since seen no reason to 
alter it. The idea of the black border was merely to 
call attention to the matter contained there-in. 

The Football Team's action was entirely consistent 
with a resolution passed some two years ago when the 
Athletic Authorities at this University put themselves 
on record as being opposed to a play-off in the event of 
the team winning the Championship. Another week and 
possibly two would have made it a matter of the utmost 
difliculty for the members of the team to successfully 
prepare for the approaching examinations. They had 
been already very severely handicapped in their academic 
work by the long hours of practice which they put in 
every afternoon. They had trained harder and more 
faithfully than auy McGill team in the past. They had 
amply demonstrated their merit and brought back to 
McGill the blue ribbon of the Intercollegiate League. 

It is doubtful i[ ever in the future the Senior Team, 
in the event of their again winning the championship 
will play-off. What the other Universities choose to do 
in the matter is for them to decide, but we think it 
highly probable that both Toronto aud Queens will ap- 
prove of the staud taken by the McGill team. 

The Intercollegiate League needs no play-off to dem- 
onstrate the superiority of the football played by the 
teams of which it is composed. It stands for all that 
is highest and best in Canadian Rugby aud there is no 
need to fear that the prestife on the Union will iu any 
way sutler through the step taken by the members of the 
McGill fourteen.
